The amendment filed on 1 1/26/07 has been entered and the remarks therein 
have been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lauterwald 

'017. 

Lauterwald '017 discloses the claimed switching device and associated power 
tool as claimed including a rotatable knob 25, an eccentric element 27 having plural 
surfaces, as broadly claimed, for translating a rotational displacement of the knob into a 
translatory displacement of a switching element 31 , wherein the shape of the eccentric 
element differs "significantly" from that of a rod (Note: Figure 5).
